(Newer kinds at current prices.) Many kinds 
are not available elsewhere and may never 
be offered again. 1941 list sent on request. 
These varieties will be disposed of as soon as 
possible, so ORDER NOW. 

Try to get ALL orders to me by APRIL 15 
as I must have them all cleaned up by May 1. 
This concerns everything listed. Bulbs are of 
the same fine quality that have brought me 
so many repeat orders and much fine com- 
ment, carefully hand selected, free of disease 
and treated for thrips. Every effort will be 
made to have them labelled true to name, 
and the usual generous count will be sent. If 






you are not more than pleased with bulbs on 
arrival, return them and your money will be 
refunded. 

These prices are POSTPAID. Bulbs will be 
mailed as fast as orders can be filled in the 
west, and held for eastern customers until the 
latter part of March, or when requested. Early 
mail shipments to the east at buyers’ risk. 

Be sure to give your name and address and 
tell me how many of what size and variety 
you want, enclose check, money order, cur- 
rency (Or stamps on small orders only). Bulbs 
can be sent c.o.d. if you wish, but c.o.d. orders 
to be held for later delivery must be accom- 
panied by 25% deposit. 

Five bulbs sold for 14 the price of 10, 25 or 
50 at 100 rates. Graded dozens (One variety, 
assorted sizes), 6 times the price of one large 
bulb. You may have single bulbs at 1/10 the 
price of 10, BUT NOT LESS THAN 10c

MY 1942 INTRODUCTION 


“DREAM PINK” Clear light pink with 
small white throat, the most perfect pink I 
have seen. Florets are firm and well attached 
of a luscious color and open well when cut, 
even in tight bud. Six to nine open at one 
time and average between 5 and 6 inches 
across. Grew 57 inches tall—one of the tallest 
in my patch. Quite vigorous but not as prolific 
as Picardy. It blooms late midseason. 

Have had reports on this from several sec- 
tions of the country and all have been very 
favorable. It is one of the few glads that attain 
good size without losing their refinement.

A beautiful 
smoky color lighted as a winter sunset. L 10—

throat. Ruffled and of perfect form, it is most 
outstanding.

Shades from 
ivory to pale lavender, is very early and ruf- 
fled. You need quite a mass of this to get a 
good effect, and is best appreciated by those 
admiring the smaller flowers and more deli- 
cate colors. Named for my mother who passed 
away last spring.

NEW ERA 48-414-9. Delightfully clear pink 
with creamy throat. Ruffled. L 2—15c, 10—60c;

OREGON ROSE 36-6-9. Bright pure rose 
with deeper feather, each petal is edged with 
an ivory white band about an eighth of an 
inch wide, the effect is very distinctive, not 
gaudy but most pleasing to the average per- 
son. It blooms second early and although 
rather short, is the most popular cut flower 
in my field, local florists say a dozen will make 
a better spray than 2 dozen of most other 
varieties. I understand it is gaining in ponu- 
larity as a cut flower wherever grown. For 
exhibition it is beginning to get its quota of 


prizes. Won Grand Champion sweepstakes at 
Oregon State fair, which has a sizeable glad 
show, 1941. Has a vote of commendation from 
the West Virginia Glad society, 1941, Certifi- 
cate of Merit, San Francisco World’s fair, 1940. 
Also an Award of Merit from the British 
Gladiolus Society, 1939. Has been a fine 
grower and very reliable for me but have 
had reports from one or two sections that 
apparently does not agree with it. As this is 
becoming more widely grown you will hear a 
great deal more of it.
